Starts show less than 
seasonal decline; annual 
rate hits 1,210,000 


Good news in the 1959 housing picture 
is that November starts fell less than 
seasonally. The November seasonally 
adjusted annual rate was 1,210,000 
compared with 1,180,000 for October. 
Housing officials estimate that 1959 
over-all starts (public and private) will 
total about 1,350,000 compared with 
the 1,200,000 in 1958. 

A drop in starts is expected next 
year. Government and private estimates 
are that about 1.2 million units will be 
begun in 1960. Blame for the antici- 
pated drop is being laid on the doorstep 
of tight money 

Government-backed starts, in partic- 
ular, will be hard-hit. FHA's November 
ipplications fell to 16,100 from 24,000 
in October, while VA appraisal requests 
fell from 16.600 in October to 12,200 
in November.

WHAT'S New AND b WHAT TO DO ABOUT IT 


Builders and housing caught in 
1960 political dogfight 


Housing's future is expected to become one of the 
hottest legislative battles of the next session of Con- 
gress. With tight money again squeezing building 
jobs. there's deep resentment among building men. 
Congressional Democrats are planning a new housin 


bill calling for a $1 billion smash at the money short- 
age by the purchase of secondary mortgages by 


Fannie May. The Administration is expected to op- 
pose it. This sets the stage for another political see- 
saw in 1960 with building's future caught squarely 
in the middle. 


b Builders can and should make their views 
known locally and nationally. More jobs are at 
stake in building than in farming, or in steel, or 
autos. On the national level, NAHB's new 
Emergency Committee is working under pres- 
sure to bring about enough agreement by both 
Republicans and Democrats to secure a 1960 
Housing bill that's sound and long-range.

Lumber dealers see more business 


The country’s 30,000 lumber dealers are expecting 
good business in 1960 and continued good relations 
with their builder customers. Policies and programs 
to this end were outlined at National Retail Lumber 
Dealers’ fall convention and exposition, largest ever 
held. Some 10,000 products, services, and items of 
equipment were displayed or demonstrated by 252 
exhibitors. 
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Remodeling and repair business will be up, mer- 
chandising methods, improved. New emphasis on 


component parts construction, such as Lu-Re-Co, 
was predicted, and two such houses were erected on 
the exposition floor. Lu-Re-Co components fabri- 
cated by a local lumber yard and erected by its 
builder customers were described as "the best 
answer to prefab competition."

(Two men did this on the convention 
floor.) Two movable drill presses and three adjust- 
able saw guides do the trick. In a matter of minutes 
they can be set to any combination of slopes and 


spans without a pattern. This will encourage more 


dealers to start supplving modern trusses to builders.

Research will help more 
small-volume builders 


A vigorous program to help small-volume builders 
put up a better house for less money is taking shape 
in the industry. NAHB’s Bartling expressed it when 
he told AMERICAN BUILDER, “we builders want to 
keep our individuality. NAHB is made up primarily 
of small builders. We need to provide the tools- 
through-research to keep them growing." 

NAHB is expanding its research work, will build 
a laboratory, have more field research. Bartling sees 
components (larger house parts) as a basic part of 
builder development. They help the small builder 
especially, because they bring factory techniques to 


custom work. He predicts great advances in the use 
of components made of combinations of materials— 


for example: wood, plastic, and metal to do the best 
job for a given purpose. He urges manufacturers to 
co-operate to produce new component products of 
this type.

Discounts held usurious and “immoral” 


Builders last month joined the rising national protest 
against ever high and higher discounts demanded on 
home mortgages. A top officer of NAHB labeled ex- 
cessive discounts “immoral.” More important, ac- 
tions in a number of states were taken to declare 
excessive discounts usurious, and therefore illegal. 


$è Builders should fight usurious money costs 
under any guise or name. Under the false and 
deceitful devise of “discounts” the true cost of 
money is concealed. Both the builder and the 
public suffers from this form of cover up. 


Remodeling by Charga-Plate 

Contractors are making repairs and remodeling in 
Indianapolis as easy as signing your name. A group 
has teamed up with National Home Owners Club and 
Charga-Plate Association to expedite getting jobs 
and financing them. Charga-Plate holders get fast 
service, are billed monthly for work performed. 


Zimmerman predicts 2.5 million starts— 
but don't hold your breath 

FHA's chief caught a few headlines with his recent 
prediction that he expects production of 2.5 million 
homes a year for this industry. But builders' enthusi- 
asm dropped to minus ten when he stated the year— 
2000! They said it looks like a long wait. 

In the meantime, FHA is dragging its feet on such 
practical matters as putting last year's housing bill 
into effect. Or doing something effective about the 
outrageous mortgage money squeeze. Instead the 
Administration budget planners have adopted a 1960 
line that housing is inflationary, that “not much legis- 
lative action” is called for. Old age, college housin 
and urban renewal will be allowed to slide. And an- 
other presidential veto is already threatened if a 
strong housing bill should be passed. 


> Builders should press for a better understand- 
ing of the great need for more and better 
homes. Sound research shows this country must 
expand building to keep up with population 
growth, obsolescence, and demolition of old 
homes by our highway program. A modest pro- 
gram would be 1.5 million in 1961, rising to 2 
million by 1965. Today we are underbuilding, 
not overbuilding. 


Apartment market expands 


In the 1960s, look for a record-shattering boom in 
apartment construction This year, for example, 
apartments will account for 250,000 units—or 2046 
of total private starts. And that figure may average 
300.000 a year over the decade, for a whopping ten- 
vear total of 3 million units. 

What's behind the boom? Population growth, par- 
ticularly growth of the 20-24-year-old, the 25-29- 
year-old, and the 65-and-over groups. All these 
have traditionally favored apartment dwelling over 
owning their own homes. However

Anti-trust suit filed by U.S. 
against National Homes Corp. 


Builders and small prefabbers were interested spec- 
tators in the legal battle that developed last month 


between the U.S. and National Homes Corp. of 
Lafayette, Ind. Atty. Gen. William P. Rogers charged 
National Homes with violation of the Clayton Act, 
asked that it divest itself of the seven prefab firms it 
absorbed last year. 

James P. Price, National’s chairman, said the suit, 
“appears to be based on the mistaken idea that we 
compete only with other prefab homes. We compete 
with all house builders." Rogers said that National's 
recent acquisitions could increase that firm's share 
of the prefab market from 25% to 38%, eliminate 
competition. 

“Prefab” is a name disclaimed by National and 
members of the Home Manufacturers Assn. Mem- 
bers supplied less than 7% of the homes built in 
1957, according to U.S. government figures. Yet local 
prefabrication of building parts and components used 
by builders has risen sharply. The major distinction 
is between a national and local operation. Many 
builders view some form of local fabrication of hous- 
ing parts as an inevitable answer to nationally con- 
trolled prefab firms.

"In fact," 
says Bob, "it's so fast we've had to revise our whole 
production schedule since we started using it." 

The tool drives а 1'2-in. staple that has a resin- 
coated divergent chisel point. A gasoline-powered 
compressor makes it independent of electrical power.

BIGGEST PROBLEM in 1960 
according to several lead- 
ing western builders, will 
be to hold the price line 
and still furnish the am- 
enities today's buyers 
demand.

"Weve got to

AMERICAN BUILDER: Mr. Bartling, as first vice 
president of NAHB for the past year, 
you've studied the building industry 
from all angles. What do you think are 
its most pressing needs for 1960? 


BARTLING: To me, the most important thing we must do is 
improve our product. We must build better houses, and we must 
build them for less money. 


Remember, we home builders aren't competing just with each 
other. We're competing with the rest of the economy too—the 
cars, TV sets, etc. And we can't be satisfied merely to hold our 
present position. We have to better it. That means we have to 
offer the American buyer more for his money 


To do this, we'll have to solve all sorts of problems: codes, financ- 
ing, land, community facilities, ond many others. But our biggest 
lack is basic research. Many manufacturers are doing outstanding 
research for their own products. But the builder has to find the 
best possible combinations of these products, and he has to 
assemble them into a house. This is the area where we must step 
up research.

We make the builder's А 7 
needs known to the manufacturer, and he is all these new ideas - 
better able to market a product thot fills these 


needs. Both sides benefit in these exchanges. BARTLING: There's no woy of telling exactly 


what sort of construction system we'll wind up 
with. However, | feel sure that at least for the 
forseeable future, the components approach 
is inevitable. There are already enough com- 
ponents on the market to save a lot of money 


Our research houses have made similar con- 
tributions. We've used existing products in all 
sorts of new combinations, and we've also had 
manufacturers design new products. For 
instance, when we built the Washington re- 
search house two years ago, we asked one 
manufacturer to design a bathtub that could 
be installed after the house was finished. The 
manufacturer came up with a tub with an 
above-the-floor drain. This certainly represents 
an important advance in plumbing. 


The next big step will be the opening of our 
new research laborctory, scheduled for 1960 
it will let us undertake all sorts of projects that 
no other manufacturer or group hos done. For 
example, is it possible to vent the plumbing sys- 
tem for a whole house through one three-quor- 
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better houses at a lower 


Also, you've got to remember that the over- 
whelming majority of builders are small 
builders. If we're going to do a job in the 
industry, we've got to do it through them. 


AMERICAN BUILDER: But haven't 


builders generally been slow 
to pick up new ideas? 


for the builder who knows how to use them. 
And there will be tremendous savings possible 
when we get around to developing electrical, 
plumbing, and heating components 


Yes, | know there are lots of labor problems 
and code problems involved here. But thot 
doesn't mean they can'! be overcome. The 
average union member is just as concerned 
as any other American about producing lower- 
priced houses. And the code problem could be 
licked almost overnight if the buying public 
could be sufficiently aroused 


Here's another important part of the com- 
ponents approach that needs attention right 
now. We must have standardized and modular 
design in the industry—a common denominotor 
for both builders and manufacturers to design 
to. NAHB is working now with manufacturers 
to try and set up basic standards, and we know 
we'll have to expand this work. 


BARTLING: Very often, yes. We builders 
tend to be very conservative. Everywhere | 
travel (and I’m guilty of this myself), | hear the 
same reaction to new ideas: "That's all right 
for your area, but in my area buyers are ter- 
ribly conservative." This tends to be a mentol 
block, and it delays progress 


Sure, some of us who have tried new types of 
houses have wound up living in them our- 
selves. But that doesn'! meon we can't take 
individual ideas from, say, a research house, 
and use them in our own operation. 


Of course it will help if we can speed buyer 
acceptance of new ideas and designs too. We 
can dramatize many of them, and also make 
them part of a promotion of home ownership, 
such as the advertising program planned for 
the 1960 National Home Week. NAHB is rais- 
ing an $800,000 fund to finance the institu- 
tional advertising for this program. 


AMERICAN BUiLDER: Do all these 
changes mean an industry made 
up of big builders? 


BARTLING: Absolutely not. | don't go along 
at all with the idea that we'll wind up with 
a "General Motors" type of industry, where 
a few huge builders dominate the field. The 
house is a basic product, and whether you 
build one a yeor or a thousand, the problems 
and solutions are basically the same. 


In the building business, bigness is not neces- 
sarily magic. In fact, the increasing use of com- 
ponents should be of more help to the smaller 
volume builder. Components give him many of 
the advantages of mass production that the 
big operator has been able to get because 
of his size. 


And since we're talking about new ideas, d 
like to mention the NAHB Convention in Chi- 
cago, January 17-21. All the newest ideas and 
products the industry has to offer will be on 
display there, virtually under one roof. And 
there will be plenty of time for builders to 
incorporate these ideas into their 1960 build- 
ing plans.

In 1957, the Toepfer Con- 
struction Co. built and sold 150 
houses like the one shown above. 

“Business was fine,” says Jim 
Toepfer, manager of the building 
portion of the operation, “but we 
didn’t feel comfortable. We felt 
that to be successful over the 
long pull, we needed new ideas. 
Yet here we were building the 
same old style that the Chicago 
area had been looking at for 
years. We decided that we had to 
make some major changes.”

This country’s first all-plastic panel house, nearing 
completion north of Sacramento, Calif., already reveals 
some cost-saving statistics. Builder Earl R. Cummins 
estimates labor costs will be 20% below those of con- 
ventional timber construction, and savings in paint 
alone will reduce cost of the house by 10%

Builder Cummins is emphatic. “I’m convinced that 
plastics have a great future in home building," he says 
“You'll see the future particularly in prefabricated 
tract homes where wall, and possibly roof. panels can 
be fabricated in a shop. This economy, together with 
simple job assembly, must add up to terrific savings."

Panels for the house are made by Filon Plastics Corp., 
El Segundo, Calif. They come reinforced with Super 
Fi Fiberglas and by a series of parallel nylon strands. 
Filon claims they are shatterproof, weather and flame- 
resistant, and require minimum maintenance. They 
are fastened with nails, screws or bolts. 


... decorate inside 


The panels envelope a house that essentially is post- 
and-beam except for minor modifications for framing 
and wiring. Posts and beams are set on 4-ft. centers 
to cradle 44-in.-wide plastic panels. These are installed 
in double layers both on roof and walls to pass, yet

Wall panels are fabricated on jigs in the builder's shop. 
The plastic sheets are spot-tacked to both sides of 1x4-in 
common lumber frames. Completed panels then are 
taken to the job and fastened to stained 1x1'4-in. batting 
on 16-in. centers. This makes installation of panels 
relatively easy and creates warm appearance

and pour four foundations a day 
(see below). Know how many 
that is a year?

foundations in a year. So we have 
to take outside work to keep the 
combination rig busy. The money 
rolls in. We can't stop it. By 
1954 we're building 200 houses.

75 acres of swamp to fill with 
2 to 3 ft. of dirt. Only available 
borrow lies half a mile from the 
site. Our machines are too slow 
to make that haul.

We buy two Caterpillar 
DW 15 self-propelled scrapers, 
and a D$ tractor to push-load.

KEY to Fischer and Frichtel's 


speedy foundation method is à 
flaring device fitted to a standard 
Barber-Greene ditcher. 

The device, made by Gordon 
& Morgan, of Lincoln, Neb., 
machinists, basically is nothing 
more than a steel shaft that bolts 
to the underside of the ditcher. 
A steel flaring knife that rotates 
like an egg-beater fits to the bot- 
tom of the shaft. 

The flaring device operates off 
a clutch and drive sprocket as- 
sembled on the ditcher's drive 
shaft at the top of the machine. 
The clutch is tightened enough 
to drive the flaring attachment 


4 WHILE CONCRETE POURS-—Fischer's 
transit-mix truck dumps 2,500-psi concrete 
directly. into combination trench to com- 
plete one of the four foundations a day 
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under normal usage, but loose 
enough to permit the device to 
stop when it hits any kind of 
obstruction. 

The operator sets the combi- 
nation rig between two corner 
stakes of the house. As the 
ditcher digs the trench—usually 
3 ft. deep—its dig chain actuates 
the flaring device, which cuts a 
bell-shaped footing. 


Guard Follows 


A guard follows behind the 
flaring device, feeding muck into 
the ditcher chain. The chain 
throws the muck into windrows 
alongside the foundation trench. 

The combination rig cuts right 
up to the corner stake. Occasion- 
ally hand trimming is required to 
make corners neat; but, gener- 
ally, the rig leaves footings and 
trenches ready for concreting.

Ihe simplest way to understand modular dimensioning is to im- 
agine a house plan laid out on a sheet of square-ruled paper. If 
each square is one inch on a side, and if you scale the plan in 
the standard manner, each square will represent 4 ft. on a side 

Now, if the house is drawn so that every wall and partition falls 
on one of the lines, you have a 4-ft. modular plan. (This is a highly 
simplified example, but it will serve to illustrate.)
